growers, iste delegates appointed at 
area conferences held in Kilkenny, Limerick, 
Voblin and Sligo, was held in the Showyard, 
Ballsbridge, yesterday, Mr. A. E, Moeran, 
Borrisokane, presiding. , 

Mr. J. J. Bergin, Hon. Secretary, in his 
report for the past vear, explained how prices 
had been arranged by soft fruit growers and 
jam manufacturers in 1933. A trade mark was 
designed and applied to select and grade 1 
apples, and a carton to hold a minimum of 
6lb. of apples was decided on, and that the 
oversized apples be marketed in cartons. Of 
just a thousand fryit growers circularised, 
271 had been_induced to join the Association, 
but only thirty helped the Association to 
produce a modern evi. scheme to 
operate under the trade mark. In ¢Gonclu- 
sion, Mr. Bergin said that he was satisfied 
that the cartons were a sound method of 
marketing oversized apples, and that the 
trade mark label of grade 1 would repay its 
cost many times over, 

The report and statement of accounts were 
adopted. . 

It was decided on the recommendation of 
the Kilkenny Conference to organise a special 
Apple Week to be held during the first week 
of October next, in order to bring before the 
public new methods of packing apples, the 
outstanding quality of Irish apples, and the 
many varieties of Irish-grown apples avail- 
able. County organisations will co-operate 
with local. shopkeepers to have all varieties 
of home-grown apples specially displayed dur- 
ing the week. 

A special committee, consisting of the 
Chairman, Messrs. R. F. Browne, Sligo; 
George King, Julianstown; J. Seagrave Daly, 
Gowran, and J. J. Bergin, Athy, was ap- 
pointed to wait on the Free State Minister 
for Agriculture in connection with many 
matters, including funds for special publicity, 
compulsory spraying, prohibition of the sale 
of synthetic or mineral cider, tightening up 
legislation to stop pilfering of fruit and 
damage to fruit trees; marketing of apples 
disfigured with scab marks, and extension of 
the season restricting the importation of 
apples. 

A sub-committee of eight, répresenting the 
four regional areas, was appointed to meet in 
Dublin to consider several matters referred 
back to them.

BELFAST, Friday. 

HE Northern Minister of Finance (Mr. 
H. M. Pollock) will not introduce 

his Budget for another week. As each day 
passes: since Mr. Chamberlain announced 
at Westminster the concessions to the 
taxpayer, the high hopes that Mr. Pollock 
might be able to give similar concessions 
in Northern Ireland are fading away. The 
only two ‘‘reliefs’’ that seem to be 
certain in the North are the reduction ol

6d. in the standard rate of income tax 
and the restoration of the unemployed 
benefit ‘‘ cuts’’—the former because, 
under Northern Ireland's financial! 
arrangements, income tax is reserved 


revenue imposed at Westminster, and the 
Unemployment Fund concession is neces- 
sary to keep Northern Ireland in step 
with Great Britain under the unemploy-

ment insurance agreement. The 
Service may get some of their salary 
‘cuts ’’ restored, but there is little hope 


of this extending to the teachers, as the 
Parliamentary Secretary to the Ministry 
of Education already hinted in presenting 
the Ministry estimates. Motorists are 
demanding a change in the horse-power 
tax from £1 to 15s., as in Great Britain, 
but it is doubtful if Mr. Pollock will be 
able to grant this, as the Northern Ireland 
Road Fund, already raided of over £100,000 
to balance former Budgets, may not be 
equal to this extra strain upon it. 
Northern Ireland has not the same pro- 
ortionate surplus to dispose of as Great 
sritain, so it is difficult to see how Mr. 
Pollock, with all his admitted financial! 
skill, can give the same rate of con- 
cession. It is easy to follow Britain in 
cutting salaries and increasing taxation, 
but the reverse process 


dificult. 
SAFETY BILL. 


The necessity for the Motor Vehicle and 
Road Traffic Bill, which is now passing 
through the Northern Parliament, and 
which has been described by the Minister 
of Home Affairs as the Road Safety Bill, 
is evident by the appalling toH of acci- 
dents on the Northern roads. Last year 
141 persons were killed in road accidents 
and 1,757 persons injured. Each year the 
roads become more congested with motor 
traffic, and, unless stricter regulations are 
enforced, the accidents are bound to 
increase at an even greater degree. In 
future no driving licence will be granted 
without a test of fitness, and it is hoped 
eventually to eliminate from the roads 
two classes of motorists who are a danger 
to: themselves and the public—the “ road 
hog,” who disregards the interests of 
others, and the motorist without a “ road 
sense,” who never can become a satisfac- 
tory driver. The Minister is being pressed 
to introduce a maximum speed limit, 
which will have the effect of catching the 
‘‘road hox’’ more quickly; but he is not 
disposed to do so except in crowded areas. 
Motorists contend that, as 661 cases of 
accident last year were due to pedestrians, 
something should be incorporated in the 
bill to impose restrictions, and even 
penalties, upon the pedestrians who use 
the roads carelessly and endanger their 
own lives and those of others.

TRAMS OR _’BUSES. 


‘Recently the Belfast Corporation sought 
from the Ministry of Home Affairs sanc- 
tion for a loan of £120,000 for fifty new 
tramcars. The Ministry, while giving its 
sanction, has asked for an undertaking 
that the outstanding debt on the tram- 
ways would be liquidated within a limited 
number of years. Systems of city trans- 
port are changing so rapidly that it is 
evidently the desire of the Ministry, and 
also the Corporation, to have the tramway 
undertaking debt liquidated within a 
period of ten years. The Corporation 
would then be free to consider the con 
tinuance of the tramway system as it now 
exists, the establishment of trolly cars 
or the abolition of tramcars and the sub- 
stitution of motor omnibuses. Keeping 
the same object in view, the Tramway 
Committee is not engaged in any large- 
scale renewals of tram track, but merely 
carrying out necessary repairs and up- 
keep. It is believed that in the near 
future rubber wheeled trolly cars will be 


of routes instead of expending money in 
renewing tram tracks. These cars would 
increase the safety of the public by lifting 
and discharging passengers at the foot- 
path instead of in the centre of busy 
thoroughfares. ‘Tramcars are too slow and 


Derry is as anxious as Belfast to secure 
a well-equipped aerodrome. Following the 
selection of Derry, or, rather, the Foyle, 
as the base for the Italian Air Fleet which 
flew the North Atlantic last summer, the 
Royal Air Force have selected it as a sea- 
plane base. Recently it was suggested 
that Derry offered admirable facilities for 
an aeroplane manufacturing industry b) 
reason of the fact that it is situated such 
a considerable distance from any con- 
tinental country, and, therefore, not so 
liable for destruction by air raids as the 
present aeroplane industry concentrated 
in the vicinity of London and the South 
of England. It is suggested that a duph- 
cate aerodrome factory might be estab 
lished at Derry, and this proposal has 
found support in many wmrfluential 
quarters. Should such an industry be 
established at Derry it would give much 
needed employment. Since the Derry ship- 
vard ceased operations there has been con- 
siderable unemployment, although the 
shixt-making industry, for which Derry 
has become notable, has provided steady 
employment for female workers. Derry 
has undéubted advantages for a seaplane 
base and for the manufacture of aero- 
planes. The local Chamber of Commerce, 
the Corporation and other bodies are doing 
all in their power to keep this subject 
before the British Government. 


HOUSING. 


Considerable doubt exists in the North 
among strong supporters of the Govern. 
ment as to the wisdom of continuing the 
present form of housing subsidy. At 
present the Government grants a subsid\ 
of £25 for each small house built, provided 
the local authority gives a subsidy of a 
similar amount. The Belfast Corporation 
and other local authorities have adopted 
the scheme. There are also restrictions 
in regard to the rent to be charged, so that 
the houses will not be too expensive for 
working men. Those opposed to the subsid, 
are convinced that there are other method: 
of achieving the same result without any 
loss to either the taxpayer or the rate. 
payer. They believe that thé Government 
could guarantee loans for ghisec 
housing. schemes, and that houses could 
be built as easily and let as cheaply as the 
subsidy scheme, and yet an economic

The 
British Government, which has charge ot 
all the Customs arrangements, already re- 
funds to the Northern Government the 
cost of the police who assist the Customs 
officials, so that this sum will be increased 
by the additional cost of 50 extra police. 
Apparently the greater portion of the 
cattle smuggling takes place on the South 
Armagh and South Tyrone borders, and 
only to a minor extent along the Fer- 
managh and Derry border. While the 
export of cattle through the port of Bel- 
fast increased considerably during the past 
six months, more recent figures of cattle 
exports through Derry show that durmg 
the first three weeks in Apri] the number 
of cattle exported decreased by 1,400 com- 
pared with the same period last year. 
This would indicate that smuggling is not 
very excessive on the north-western 
portion of the Northern border.

HOMEWORK IN 
SCHOOLS.

DISCUSSION AT MISTRESSES’ 


MEETING. 


The question of homework in schools was 
very fully discussed at a joint meeting of the 
Central Association of Irish Schoolmistresses 
and the Irish Union of Assistant Mistresses 
held recently. The basis of the discussion 
was a circular lately issued on the subject by 
the Free State Department of Education. 

The general feeling of the meeting was that 
in the schools represented by these Associa- 
tions there was little, if any, danger of strain 
to the pupils, except in so far as homework 
was done under the strain of impending 
examinations. The conditions under which 
lessons were prepared at home were stressed 
as of great importance, and it was pointed 
out that parents often fail to appreciate this. 
In many cases, children, when doing their 
homework, are too liable to interruption and 
distracting influences, wireless being often one 
of the latter. 

In boarding schools the hours of prepara- 
tion are carefully arranged, a quiet room is 
provided, and no homework is allowed after 
8.30 p.m or 9 o'clock at latest. The same 
conditions sbould, as far as possible, prevail 
in the case of day pupils. Racial speakers 
referred to the frequency with which children 
are allowed to attend cinemas: A great deal 
of the listlessness, inatterition, eye strain, 
etc., found in some school children ts directly 
due to this practice. It is unfortunate that 
many parents do not realise the physical and 
moral harm caused by frequent attendance at 
cinemas. 

There was general agreement that some 
homework was necessary, and that. the 
amount should range from about half an hour 
in the case of small children to about two 
hours for senior pupils. Written exercises, 
as well as reading, were considered necessary, 
but the former should, as far as possible, call 
for some individual thought and creative 
effort from the pupil. 

An important point raised was that in the 
early stages children should be taught how to 
bái alone. It frequently happens that 
pupils are found to have no idea how to use 
a text-book, and waste their time and energy 
through sheer inability to make use of the 
information they have at hand. The neces. 
sity for some sort of homework time-table or 
check on the amount of homework set was 
recognised, so that. the time spent each even- 
ing on homework should not be excessive, 
and the work set should be sufficiently varied 
in character. 

The suggestion that no home-work should 
be set for week-ends was not approved of, 
although it waa» considered important that 
Sunday should be kept entirely free from 
school work.

On next Wednesday the Free State 
Minister for Finance will introduce his 
Budget. During recent weeks rumour has 
been very busy. It is am open secret that 
the gap between expenditure and income 
will’ be fairly wide “during the coming 
year. No accurate estimate is possible at 
the moment; but shrewd observers take 
the view that there probably will 
be an excess of at least £3,000,000 
of outgoings over revenue. That money 
must be raised somehow, and, unless 
Mr. MacEntee has some hitherto 
untapped source of revenue, he will find 
some difficulty in raising it. The economic 
situation of the Free State is exceedingly 
Trade has slumped heavily 
during the last two years, and the national 
income has fallen in consequence, In 1930 


serious. 


the total volume of the Sdorstat’s external 
trade was no less than £102,513,721. In 
the following year it dropped _ to 
£69,514,450, and last year it fell so low as 
£55,430,953. Naturally, such a severe 
decline in trade was attended by other 
evils. The transport industry has suffered, 


i and there has been a substantial addition 


to the army of workless men. Last year 
provision was made for the comparatively 
trifling sum of £193,591 for unemployment 
insurance and assistance, whereas this 
year’s estimates make provision for no 
less than £1,396,220. Everybody in the 
Free State is worse off to-day. than he was 
twelve months ago. This fact is certain 
to reflect itself in Mr. MacEntee’s Budget ; 
for when trade is bad and unemployment 
is on the up-grade the people’s taxable 
capacity inevitably falls. Blood cannot be 
extracted from a stone, 

Estimated expenditure for the year 
amounts to £29,709,107. This sum is far 
too large for a small country such as the 
Free State. It represents an increase of 
forty-three per cent. on the estimates for 
1930-1951, and indicates clearly that no 
real effort has been made to bring expendi- 
ture down to a reasonable level. Of course, 
the main cause of Fianna Fail’s failure 
to carry out its election promises in respect 
of economies is its alliance with the Labour 
Party. Although there are only eight 
Labour men in the Dail, they have the 
whip hand of the Government, and have 


insisted, with a tenacity that in any other 


‘cause would be. admirable, on the main- 
tenance of social services on the highest 


possible plane. At the present moment 


this little country probably has a more 


generous scale of social relief of various 


kinds than any other country in Western

| Europe, with the possible exception of 
Great Britain. Mr. Norton and his col- 


leagues have. kept the Government 


rigorously to its bargain, and have 
thwarted every attempt to lessen the 
nation’s huge bill of costs. . Nobody can 
blame them for their fixity of purpose. 
They never have sought to conceal their 
Socialist ambitions, and they are entirely 
justified in making use of their Parli- 
mentary position to further them. The 
Government, however, is in a totally diffe- 
rent position. It came into office on what 
amounted to a guarantee that expenditure 
would be reduced.

It declared 
that those proposals involved a complete 
negation of the demands of the Indian 
Nationalists, and were calculated to per- 
petuate the economie and political 
subjection of the Indian people. | The 
White Paper Constitution, therefore, is 
condemned from all sides. From the 
beginning it was destined to be a failure. 
It hardly had been published before the 
Conservative Party in Great Britain com- 
plained that it granted to the Indians 3 
measure of self-government which nn 
British politician previously had contem- 
plated. Then the Indian Princes, 
realising that when once the new Con- 


stitution had come inte effect there would 


the native States, added their voice to the 
growing volume of protest. The Anglo- 
Indians—men who have lived the best 
part of their lives in the Dependency, and 
are familiar with Indian conditions as 
no British politician can be familiar with 
them—pointed out that the acceptance of 
the White Paper meant the end of British 
authority there. India’s

For more than a 
century they have been saved from 
oppression—possibly, indeed, from extinc- 
tion—by the might of British rule; but 
when the British Raj ceases to be a power 
in India—and its power must become 
negligible ic the White Paper proposals 
are carried into effect—there will be 
nothing to protect them from the in- 
tolerance of the Hindu and Brahmin 
majority except the social conscience of 
that majority, which this far has not been 
conspicuous for enlightenment. Now, the

with contumely, It is safe to say that 
the Indian Nationalists have got far more 
than they ever expected in the White 
Paper Constitution. During the past few 
years they have been beaten to their 
knees; the backbone of active resistance 
to the Government has been broken; and, 
for that matter, there is no solidarity left 
in the * passive resistance ” campaign, 
as is witnessed by Mr. Gandhi’s recent

Victimised Scholars. 


Scholarship always has been slow to 
recognise boundaries—especially national 
boundaries—and scholars have been quick 
to come to the aid of their less fortunate 
brethren in other lands. A year ago an 
Academic Assistance Council was formed 
to help foreign teachers and investigators, 
‘‘who, on grounds of religion, political 
opinion and race, were unable to carry on 
their work in their own country.’’ The 
majority of the victims, of course, con- 
sist in the Jewish professors and scientists 
who have been expelled from Germany, 
but there are many others who, for one 
reason or another, have been compelled to 
seek exile. In all, about twelve hundred 
of these men were displaced. The first 
annual report of the Council, issued a few 
days ago, shows how they have been 
assisted. Universities, hospitals, industry 
and general research have combined to 
give them work, and by creating temporary 
posts have succeeded in absorbing nearly 
four hundred of them. The scheme is in- 
ternational in its scope. Many of the 
professors and scientists are now working 
in the United States, France, Turkey or 
Holland. Great Britain, however, heads 
the list, and 'the number of men for whom 
provision has been made there is 178, as 
compared with 211 among the other 
countries. Unfortunately, the Council 
can continue its scheme only so long 
as subscriptions are forthcoming. Its 
funds are now almost exhausted. It 
would be a pity if-these scholars were to 
leave the country ; for in many cases their 
labours have already well repaid the 
hospitality that has been given to them,

already indicated, this seems highly 
improbable. There may, and probably 
will, be a certain amount of juggling with 
regard to relief conditions, with further 
concessions to smaller incomes and a 
whittling down of those attached to large 
salaries, 

Incomes from investments in Great 
Britain have frequently been mentioned 
as likely to be subjected to a special tax, 
but it is thought that the Minister will

There is also the matter of the double

INSURANCE POLICIES. 


There have been more or less persistent 
rumours that insurance policies with 
other than Free State insurance companies 
may be taxed by the Minister on the 
crounds of affording protection to native 
concerns. In some quarters also the idea 
has been mooted that there might be an 
increase in the entertainment tax in so 
far as certain public entertainments are 
concerned, 

Although it has not so far been 
indicated, there is apprehension among 
civil servants that the salaries “ cuts ’’ of 
last vear may be repeated. That experi- 
ment was not as successful as had been 
expected. It had the effect of disturbing 
the Service to a great extent, and many 
high and experienced officials took advan- 
tage of their right to retire rather than 
submit to the deductions. In the existing 
circumstances civil servants naturally fear 
that the ‘‘ axe’’ will be applied again, 


HOPE DEFERRED. 


Mr. MacEntee concluded his Budget 
speech last year on a note of optimisin 
which it is not inopportune to recall at 
the moment. “We have,” he said, 
‘“ obviated the need of further taxation, 
and, though existing taxes must contimue 
for the present, we are able to look for- 
ward to next year in the confident hope 
of better things.”’

RESIDENT DE VALERA has decided 


to improve on the offer which he made 
during the debate on the Committee stage 
of the Senate Abolition Bill, in so far as 
the Auditor-General and the Judges are 
concerned. The effect of this will be seen 
in an amendment which he has tabled for 
the Report stage of the bill, which has 
been fixed for next Tuesday in the Dail. 
It will be remembered that as the Con- 
stitution would stand after the amending 
bill was passed, these officials of the State 
would be liable to removal from office ‘‘for 
stated misbehaviour or incapacity ’’ on a 
simple resolution passed by a majority of 
the Dail, The Opposition raised the point 
that in such a-position these officials would 
be at the mercy of the Government in 
office, who might for any reason have a 


grievance against the Auditor-General! or | 


any of the Judges. 
OPPOSITION’S DESIRE, 


With a view to assuring their independ- 
ence the Opposition leaders moved an 
amendment requiring that the support of 
three-fifths of the members of the Dail 
should be given before such a resolution 
should be effective. The President realised 
apparently the reasonableness of some 
such provision, and offered to agree to the 
substitution of five-ninths of the Dail for 
the three-fifths. 

The President expressed himself surprised 
when Mr. Cosgrave pointed out that five- 
ninths of the Dail made exactly 84, which 
corresponds to a full muster of the Fianna 
Fail Party and their supporters—the 
Labour Party—assuming that the Speaker 
did not vote, 


EFFECT OF NEW PROPOSAL. 

He judicated in the course of the debate 
that he would make a further proposal on 
the Report stage. This is to substitute 
four-sevenths of the members—apart from 
the Speaker—which is equivalent to 
requiring 88 members out of 152 to approve 
of a resolution to remove any of the 
oficials mentioned. The Opposition’s pro- 
posal of three-fifths would have required 
the support of 91 deputies. 

When under the Electoral (Revision of 
Constituencies) Bill and the bill-to abolish 
university representation, the number of 
deputies in the Dail is reduced to 136, the 
new arrangement will mean that 78 
deputies will be required to signify their 
approval before the Auditor-General or 
any judge can be removed from office. 

The President’s amendment will include 
a further proviso to be added to the 
A.ticles of the. Constitution. concerned 
with the Auditor-General and the Supreme 
and High Court judges—namely, Articles 
65 and 68—that, ‘‘ notwithstanding any- 
thing contained in any other Article ol 


this Constitution, legislation to amend 
this Article’ in relation to the said 
majority of four-sevenths shall not be 


introduced into Dail Eireann unless or 
until the amendment to be effected by such 
legislation has been approved of by Dail 
Fireann by a resolution passed by a 
majority (exclusive of the Chairman) of 
four-sevenths of the members of Dail 
Fireann.”’

EXISTING CONTRACT NOT 
TO BE RENEWED,

The following statement was issued last 
night vy the Free State Minister for Posts 
and ‘Telegraphs :— 

“The position in regard to advertising 
(sponsored) broadcasting programmes has 
been recently considered by the Govern- 
ment in the light of the experience 
gained. There is no doubt that that ex- 
perience has been, on the whole, unfavour- 
able to the continuance of these pro- 
grammes as an integral part of. broadcast- 
ing. It has, therefore, nes decided that 
the existing contract in regard to sponsored 
programmes will not be renewed, and that 
no new co \caet of this nature will be 
entered into. 

‘The Minister, at the same time, re- 
cognises that there may. be special cases 
in which it might be desirable to consider 
favourably applications for broadcast 
advertising, and he will be prepared to 
consider favourably applications of this 
nature, but solely in connection with 
Saorstat products and enterprises.”’ 

An official of the International Broad- 
casting Company informed an Jrish Times 
reporter that sponsored programmes from 
the Dublin Station would be discontinued 
after the 22nd inst. 


LOANS FOR HOUSE- 
BUILDING. 


DUBLIN CORPORATION 
FUND EXHAUSTED. 


It is understood that the Dublin Cor- 
poration has intimated to certain appli- 
cants for loans, to enable them to build 
houses under the provisions of the Smal! 
Dwellings (Acquisition) Acts, that the 
Corporation is not in a position to guaran- 
tee the financial accommodation sought. 
The Corporation has already allocated 
£650,000 for loans to applicants under the 
Acts, but, in view of the numerous appli- 
cations, a number of persons has been ad- 
vised that it was not possible that all 
the applications could be granted. 

It will be necessary in order to meet 
the demands now before the Corporation 
that sanction should be sought from the 
Free State Minister for Local Govern- 
ment to raise a further loan to enable 
the Corporation to meet the claims at pre- 
sent before it. The matter has not as 
yet come before the City Council. 


A TINNED MEAT 
FACTORY. 


REPORTED £20,000 SCHEME, 

A scheme which will involve the 
slaughter of 50,000 head of Irish Free 
State cattle annually and their conversion 
into tinned meat products for sale on the 
Continent through a German firm has been 
conpleted at Roscrea, County Tipperary,

ARMED PARTY.

MELODRAMATIC hold-up took place 

on the Free State-Northern Ireland 
frontier at the Kildrum Customs post, 
County Donegal, at ‘about 10 o'clock last 
night, 

‘The post is a roadside hut, which deals 
with traffic entering and leaving the Free 
State, and at the time of the hold-up was 
manned by only one officer. 

A Lough Swilly railway ‘bus, carrying 
twelve passengers and a Derry dance 


orchestra, which was on its way to a, 


United Ireland Party dance at Newtown- 
cunningham, stopped at the Customs post 
for the usual examination of passengers’ 
baggaze, and the leader of the orchestra— 
Mr. Robert Beattie, of Derry—entered the 
hut to arrange with the officer for a pass 
to enable the band to return to Derry 
in the early hours of this morning. 

As he was about to enter the door an 
armed and masked man confronted him 
with a revolver and told him to put his 
hands up. Mr. Beattie, seeing the re- 
volver in the man’s hand, raised his hands 
above his head, and as he did so the 
raider seized the door of the Customs hut 
and closed and locked it, leaving Mr. 
Beattie and the Customs officer inside. 

In the meantime, a party, which various 
estimates state numbered between eight 
and fifteen men, who wore masks and 
carried arms, surrounded the ’bus. Some 
of them boarded the vehicle and the driver 
was ordered to drive into a by-road, where 
all the passengers were ordered out. The 
driver was then told to return to Derry, 
the passengers being left stranded on the 
roadside. 


CIVIE GUARD ATTACKED. 


While the ’bus was being driven into 
the by-road a Civic Guard on patrol from 
Carrigans arrived at the Customs post. 
He was attacked by the armed men, who 
took away his baton. When the ’bus had 
started on its journey back to Derry the 
raiders Jeft the station. Mr. Beattie and 
the Customs officer were released, and the 
members of the orchestra set out to walk 
home. 

On his arrival in Derry at about mid- 
night he reported the occurrence to the 
Royal Ulster Constabulary, and a patrol 
was immediately despatched to the border. 
The Civic Guard and Customs officer in- 
formed the Guards’ barracks at Newtown- 
cunningham and Carrigans, which also 
sent out strong parties to search the border 
country near Kildrum. Up to the early 
hours of this morning, however, no arrests 
were reported. : 

It was learned from Newtowncunning- 
ham this morning that the dance was held 
with the assistance of a “scratch ”' 
orchestra.

“This is.a most audacious attitude; get 
down, sir.” ordered District Justice McCabe, 
at Waterford, when he gave a decree, the 
warrant to issue forthwith, for £50 agamst 
Michael O'Regan, victualler, George's street, 
Waterford, for the non-payment of rates in 
respect of a farm in the County Kilkenny. 

For the defendant. Mr. P. O’Connor, 
solicitor, said that O’Regan’s position was 
an unfortunate one. He had forty cattle 
on his lands, and was perfectly satisfied to 
pay rates if he could get a licence to export 
ten or twelve of them. There was no 
attempt to evade payment, and a sufficient 
number of the cattle already had been offered 
to the rate collector, William Walsh, if he 
would take them. 

The defendant stated that he had made 
applications since January last for an ex. 
port licence for forty cattle, and could not 
get it. 

The Justice—Rates are not income tax: 

rates are not to be paid out of profits, but 
out of all resources, I am getting it into my 
head ‘that you are making a fuss about the 
rates in an effort to get an export licence, 
_ For the rate collector Mr, Trainor, solicitor, 
intimated that the defendant had racehorses. 
as well as a shop and a farm, and said that 
he certainly was the one man who should be 
well able to pay. 

In reply to Mr. Trainor, the defendant 
denied that his wife had any money. She 
had received a good amount in a legacy some 
time ago, but it was all gone, os 

Asked how he was able to keep racehorses, 
he repiied that he was afraid the trainer 
would own them before long, a remark which 
brought from the Justice the reprimand 
quoted above.

ASSOCIATION AND THE 
EXAMINATION SYSTEM. 


An important decision has been taken by 
the members of the Civil Service Clerical 
Association m connection with the examina 
tion for promotion system. If this decision 
is put into operation when the next examina- 
tion is announced it will mean that few of 
the organised civil. servants will present 
themselves for examination. 

A statement upon the position was issued 
by the Civil Service Clerical Association 
yesterday, in the course of which it stated 
that the system of promotion by competitive 
examination has been the cause of consider- 
able unrest in the lower grades of the Civil 
Service since it was instituted two years ago. 

The wiews of individual members, it says,

have been taken by the Executive, as a 
result of which it is announced that the 
members will refrain from competing in 


future examinations. 

The statement adds that the system of 
making all promotions by competitive exami- 
nation is regarded by civil servants as an 
unsuitable test for promotion, unfair to 
officers of long service, and inimical to the 
interests of the State. 

The Association advocates that the only 
tests for promotion should be long service, 
efficiency and general suitability for the new 
post. It is suggested that a panel of persons 
suitable for promotion should be prepared by 
the heads of the various departments, and 
that when vacancies arise a_ specially 
appointed selection board should interview 
those included on the panel and should make 
the final choice.

NUMBER of British Indian subjects 

resident in Hodeida, the Red Sea 
port of Yemen, which is now reported to 
be in the hands of the invading forces of 
King Ibn Saud, have been taken on board 
His Majesty’s sloop Penzance, and trans- 
ferred to the island of Kamar’n, 

Altogether some 300 foreigners have 
been evacuated from Hodeida and taken 
to Kamaran. Royal Air Force areoplanes 
have been sent from Aden to the island to 
co-operate with the Penzance in the pro- 
tection of British interests. 

The Imam of Yemen, who appears to be 
still alive despite rumours of his death, 
has requested King Fuad of Egypt to 
mediate in the dispute with King Ibn 
Saud, but the view is generally expressed 
here that the request has come rather 
late, as King Ibn Saud will hardly accept 
anyone’s mediation after his startling 
successes. 

Moreover, Egypt has not hitherto recog- 
nised the Saudi Government, so that, even 
if King Fuad were ready to mediate, such 
mediation would meet with difficulties. 

The troops of King.Ibn Saud are stated 
to have occupied Hodeida without resist- 
ance, Ibn Saud’s son, the Crown Prince, 


who is in command of the invading 
Wahabi Army, is now pursuing Prince 


Seiful-Islam, heir apparent to the Imam 
of Yemen, who is in flight, 

The story that the Imam had been 
murdered arose from the fact that during 
a War Council at Sana the Imam hada 
prolonged fainting tit on learning of the 
defeat of his two sons in the Wahab 
attack on Hodeida. 

Already revolution had broken out at 
Sana and was extending to other towns. 

A later message from Hodeida says that 
the Imam will lead his troops in person 
in the defenege of his capital of Sana. 
Ammunition and mountain guns are being 
sent by sea to Hodeida for the use of the 
Wahabi forces. 

Between Hodeida and Sana lies a great 
stretch of mountainous country, much of 
Which is over 7,000 feet high. In this 
country the Saudi tanks would be power- 
less and the Yemenis, as past masters of

INSURANCE. 


The Times, in a leading article to-day 
says:—The provisions of the Unemploy- 
ment Bill which relate to the insurance 
system are now in shape for third reading. 
Though three more days remain ior 
modilying the provisions concerning train- 
ing and the uninsured unemployed, their 
final form has been revealed in antict- 
patory discussion. It is, therefore, 
possible to examine the bill as a fulhil- 
ment of the Government's ambitions to 
make the position of the insurance system 
unchallengeable and to institute a more 
generous and logical system of relief for 
those outside it. To take insurance first, 
no great apprehensions need bo felt about 
the solvency of the Insurance Fund unless 
the numbers ori the live register rise above 
2,400,000. It is always a gamble to pre- 
dict the course of unemployment, but a 
return to this figure is at least highly 
unlikely. There are only two changes 
which might result in such a calamity. 
first is a change to a policy so 
proHigate as to undermine confidence, and. 
therefore, to increase unemployment; and 
the second is a further change for tle 
worse in those conditions affectins inter 
national trade which are beyond thie 
control of any British Government

Private ‘Thomas Grealish said he heard 
O'Halloran asking the accused man to 
get out of the bed to fight. He also 


heard O'Halloran saying: ** Uon't be saying 
things behind my back, as you are always 
doing.” O'Halloran, who was under. the 
influence of drink, had a small whiskey bottle 
in his hand. As soon as O'Halloran: called 
out McDonagh’s name, McDonagh jumped 
out of bed and took out a bayonet from a 
scabbard which was hanging over his head. 

The accused man then walked over with 
the bayonet in his right hand and gave 
O'Halloran a severe stab in the left side. 
He then went back to the bed, got his rifle, 
which was standing at ‘the side, and fixed 
the bayonet on it, Witness threw the accused 
man down on the bed and took the rifle and 
bayonet from him. - By this time O'Halloran 
had gone out of the rcom. McDonagh did 


When witness went into his own room he 
found O'Halloran sitting on a bed, with blood 
flowing from him. 

Privaté Richard Williams, who also gave 
evidence, said that, as far as he knew, O’Hal- 
loran had no business in the room that night. 
Private Patrick Conroy, who occupied room 
No. 5 with McDonagh, stated that he heard 
O'Halloran challenge McDonagh to get out 
of bed and fight. 

Sergeant Edward McGeehan stated that. 
O'Halloran and Private Grealish had passed 
to be out till 11.30 p.m. on April 25. Wit- 
ness asked accused man if he knew that he 
had stabbed O'Halloran, and he stated that 
he could not help it, as it was in self-defence. 


CAUSE OF DEATH. 


Captain Ellison, surgeon attached to the 
Curragh hospital staff, stated that death was 
due to shock and hemorrhage, following a 
wound on the left. side. 

Sergeant Dignan, Newbridge. gave evidence 
of taking a statement from O'Halloran before 
he died. He said: ‘‘I got a dart of a bayonet 
from Private Andrew McDonagh. I was drunk 
when I came into the room. He was drunk, 
too. When I came into the room we had a 
few words, and he took out a bayonet and 
stabbed me.''The bayonet was in his equip- 


ment. It happened in the Military Barracks,

SOME NOTEWORTHY 
ENGLISH WORK. 


(FIRST NOTICE.) 
From OUR CURRESPONDENT. 
LONDON, Friday. 


HE one hundred and sixty-fifth Exhbibi- 
T tion of the Royal Academy of Arts, to 
be opened to the public on Monday 
next, is of a high standard, many of the works 
shown being unusually good and interesting, 
while there is sufficient of the novel and, at 
times, bizarre te excite curiosity. Once again 
the pictures are small, comparatively few of 
| them exceeding the limits now deemed ideal 
for the small house or flat, A great feature 
this year is the number of extremely beautiful 
landscapes, scenes of outdoor life, indeed, 
exceed al] other studies, being both numerous 
and varied. There are portraits of the King, 
the Duchess of York and Prince George, Mr. 
Ramsay Macdonald, Mr. Baldwin, Lord 
Derby, the Dean of Christ Church Cathedral, 
Lord Rothermere, and the Duchess of 
Rutland, but otherwise comparatively few dis- 
tinguished figures are depicted; while there 
are very few paintings of great and outstand- 
ing importance. 


WORKS FROM IRELAND. 

Contributions from Ireland are few this 
year, there being no problem picture from 
Mr. John Keating to arouse interest and 
curiosity.' Mr. Olsson, however, has been 
faithful to his tradition, and shows six very 
beautiful studies of Irish seenery, with mag- 
nifi¢ent sunsets and glorious skies. Mr. 
Olsson’s works include “‘Opal Moon,” a 
study in ‘silver and gloom; “Sea Holly 
and Thistles, Irish Coast,” a painting of 
pale pastel: shades; “ The Mountain Tarn, 
County Wicklow,’’ a picture of the evening 
gloom, with the sun setting on the hills; 
“Bray Head, County Wicklow,” with meon- 
light on troubled waters and the lights of 
the town gleaming in the far distance. Mr. 
Adrian Stokes also has a series of delightful 
,landscapes, one. being on thé coast of County 
Kerry, with blue waters and tender green 
and mauve-coloured hills in the background. 
Another is a gentle Irish river, depicting a 
stream flowmg softly along between banks 
of thick verdure.. “ Moonrise at Renvyle, 
Connemara,” is a delightiul com position. 
a Dermod Shigeo P.R.H.A., has a 
notabie portrait of the Dean of Christ Church 
Cathedral, Dublin. The Dean, in clerical 
dress, sits in an easy position looking out 
of the picture. He holds a book in his right 
hand, with his fingers between the pages, 
and in the background ic a very business- 
like desk. The portrait is admirable, and 
the artist has been extremely effective with 
the flesh tints of a most dignified and 
effective painting. 


SOME OF THE SCULPTURE. 

In the sculpture gallery is the study for 
the memorial to the late Earl of Meath, in 
the shape of a statue of a kneeling boy, in 
stone, by Mr. Humon Cawthra. Sir John 
Lavery is the subject of a striking bust: in 
bronze by Hanko Brayovitch. A fine bust 
of the King is the work of Mr. W. Reid 
Dick. Mr. Francis Doyle Jones has a head 
of Mr. Joseph Devlin, 1932, which is an 
admirable representation of that popular 
Irishman. A statuette, im bronze, of 
Lerd Carson of Duncairn, by Mr. Leonard 


Merrifield, is a distinguis work. A very

Sir Edwm Lutyens's model of the pro 
posed Roman Catholic Cathedral at Liver 
pool is the biggest of the kind yet seen in 
the galleries. It is very majestic and im- 
posing, the pediment being topped by a 
statue of Christ the King, while scores of 
other statues are placed in niches about the 
building. The impression conveyed is one of 
immense solidity and strength, combiged with 


graceful outlines. 


A STRIKING PICTURE. 

One picture likely to attract great attention 
in the Galleries is of an almost startling char- 
acter... It is the work of Mr. Stanley Spencer, 
who,some years ago exhibited a picture, 
** Resurrection,”® in a somewhat similar vein 
to. his present, work. A graveyard is depicted, 
and the shapes of three men, wearing modern 
lounge suits, are ascending from a grave in a 
cemetery. . Jt. appears as though they are 
being drawn up by some unknown force, but, 
in any case, they look very solid and human,’ 
if very unprepessessing. A group of children, 
some .carrymg towels, as though they have 
just been swimming, stare stolidly at the 
risen. figures, while on one side of the grave 
a woman apparently is supporting one of the 
men, Jt is certain that this — will be 
a success of curiosity, it is so bizarre and in- 
triguing to the ordinary person. The extra- 
ordinary figures of the characters, most of 
whom seem mis-shapen, the general effect of 
the painting and its singular composition are 
curious and repellant. The picture is named 
“The Resurrection of the Parents.’’ 

A tour through the galleries reveals many 
interesting works, the first big picture to 
attrac attention being a portrait group. by 
Mr. A. K. Lawrence, of Mr. and Mrs, L. 8. 
Chanler and children—a very ais study 
of children. Mr. Gerald Kelly has a por- 
trait of Sir Almroth Wright, which 1s a 
notable work. ‘* Morning at Polperro” is a 
tittle gem by Mr. Terrick Williams. Mr. L. 
Campbell Taylor's altogether delightful “ At 
Forty-seven Grosvenor square” is a beautiful 
interior, with two people seated. 


PREMIER AT HOME. 


“The Prime Minister at Lossiemouth,” by 
Sir. John Lavery, depicts Mr. Ramsay Mac- 
donald seated in the kitchen of his home, 
waiting for the kettle to boil, for the delicious 
meal set out on the table. Miss Ishbel Mac- 
donald is seated on a settee, knitting, while 
the maid waits near at hand. The interior 
is most satisfactory, but the portrait of Mr. 
Ramsay Macdonald is not quite convincing. 

“ The Saltings,”* by Mr. Arnesby Brown, 
is a very fine landscape of some particularly 
interesting country. Mr. Munnings, in “Mr. W, 
W. Astor with the Oxford University Drag- 
hounds” has given a charming composition, 
full of animal life. Winter at Flatford is 
another of Mr. Munnings’s works, but of 
an altogether different character, as it is 
pens alone, with ice and snow. it is 
a really beautiful litthe work.

HE hearing was concluded at Drogheda

defendants were returned for trial to the July 
Circuit Court 

Seven of the twenty-one defendants had 
been in custody since the previous Court, and 
again refused to recogmmse the Court to day. 
Thomas Grogan declining to remove his cap 
in the dock until it was taken away by a 
Guard, 

Detective Sergeant Clifford swore that there 
was a great shout from the crowd outside the 
Mayoralty House before dhe attempt was 
made to rush the doors. When the crowd 
was put back from the door a motor car was 
attacked, and witness fired two shets over 
the heads of the crowd in order to prevent 
the people in the car from being killed. 


THE CROWD. 


Cross-examined by Mr Lynn, counsel for 
the defence, witness admitted having heard 
a rumour that Grogan was being beaten up 
inside the hall, and that the crowd became 
more troublesome after this rumour went 
round, 

Sergeant. Harrington said that when the 
déor was rushed someone, said that they 
wanted Thomas Grogan out, but witness did 
not knew he was msjde. The crowd could 
have got into the hall if they had made a 
determined rush, and he gathered. that the 
anxiety of the crowd was to get Grogan out. 

Detective-Sergeant. Henphy ‘swore that the 
cefendant, Michael Smith, was in front of 
the crowd in an aggressive attitude, shout- 
ing: “Let them out.” A shower of stones 
was coming from the rear of the crowd all the 
tune. 

Mr. Lynn submitted that a few unruly 
eople did not make an entire crowd an un- 
awful assembly. ‘There was no evidence, he 
added, to show that amy of the defendants 


were throwing stones.

None of that -play- 
acting ; this is not a theatre. 

Stewart continued to read loudly and 
swiftly, and the Justice ordered the Civic 
Guard, who was in the dock, to take the 

from the defendant, Stewart continued! 
reading until the guard forcibly prevented 
him from reading the document. 

The seven defendants in the dock refused 
to give bail, and were remanded in custody 
to the Circuit Court in July. The other four- 
teen defendants were remanded on bail.

IRISH CASE IN LONDON

Before Mr. Justice Eve, in the Chancery 
Division. London, yesterday, Mr. F. E. Bray, 
appearing for plaintiffs in the action of 
Cleeves, Ltd., of Cleevedale Park, London, 
against the Condensed Milk Company of Ire- 
land (1928), Ltd., Limerick, moved for an 
iniwnetion to restrain the defendants from 
selling or advertising anv condensed milk not 
of the plaintiffs’ merchandise in connection with 
amy of the trade marks—Calf Cup, Pet Goat, 
Kerry, Cleeves Dairy or Shamrock—in breach 
of an agreement, or in any manner calculated 
to lead to the milk being passed off as the 
plaintiffs’. 

Sir Gerald Hurst, K.C., and Mr. R. Hodge, 
who appeared for the defendants, contested the 
motion. 

Mr. Bray stated that differences had arisen 

between the parties as to the ownership of 
the trade marks in question. The plaintiffs’ 
case was that they had acted as gellimg agents 
in the United Kingdom for the defendants, 
and that the milk had been sold under labels 
which consistently proclaimed that it had 
been manufactured for them. There 
was litigation pending as to an 
agreement between plaintiffs, Distributors, 
Lid., and the defendant company, under 
which Cleeves, Ltd., sold milk obtained from 
the defendants. 
Sir Gerald Hurst said that two of the trade 
marks in question were actually registered 
in the defendants’ name, and, as to other 
marks, it was a question of fact as to which 
company they had been associated with,
